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''Back in Town'' 
Tabor Academy to Stage Threepenny Opera 

When Bertolt Brecht and Kurt Weill's Threepenny 
Opera, a variation on John Gay's The Beggar's Opera (1728) 
opened in Berlin in 1928, it quickly became the most 
popular play of the Weimar Republic. Much has been 
written about Brecht's evolving "epic theater" of alien- 
ation as well as of his intent in writing the show. While 
some feel that the play attacks the provisional govern- 
ment in Germany, others see it as an attack on the bour- 
geois class and their traditional values such as Wagnerian 
opera. Most agree, however, that the play is a bitter 
indictment of capitalism which places business and profit 
above all human relationships. Indeed, no loyalties exist 
in the play between husband and wife, parent and child, 
brother and brother. 

The play is set in London and revolves around 
several locales: Peachum's shop where the proprietor and 
his wife train beggars to be money-makers, Mac's hideout 
where he rules the criminal element in Soho, and the 
streets themselves which are peopled with paupers and 
prostitutes. Peachum and Mac fight over Peachum's 
daughter, Polly, who slips away and marries Mac. In an 
attempt to dethrone Mac, the Peachums convince a 
prostitute, one who carries his baby, to accept money and

turn him in whereupon Polly takes over Mac's gang. By 
the play's end, however, Mac is pardoned and disorder is 
restored. Through bleak irony and satire, Brecht shows his 
audience that they can turn off the disadvantaged and 
tune out the poor world; his hope is that they will think 
about the play — rather than feel for its characters — and 
then change the nature of their society to promote greater 
equality. 

When it first opened, the play encountered many 
difficulties. Its female lead was two weeks late returning 
from her husband's funeral, and her replacement had to 
learn the show in four days. A third lead came down with 
appendicitis. Yet another refused to sing her signature 
song. Names were left off the program, the debut was 
thought to be 45 minutes too long, and no one in the 
audience responded to the show until the "Cannon Song" 
of the second act. In revising the script, which he was still 
doing during rehearsals, one of the last numbers Brecht 
added was the "Mack the Knife" overture, a song that 
became popular once again in the '50s.

sorts when the cafetorium becomes full, all they would 
need is to set up a two-way audio system to communicate 
back and forth. 

"I think we should be ready ... the last couple of 
Annual Town Meetings have had great turnouts,'' Mr. 
Hartley said. "We can put some overflow into the foyer — 
as you enter — in the warmer weather, if needed. I don't 
think having video is that critical ... but we need people to 
be able to hear (and) it has to be a two-way (audio) 
system. We don't want to go up there and have to cancel a 
meeting. Not only does it cost the town money, but 
(voters) have made plans to attend (and) hired 
babysitters. I'll be happy to fight for it on Town Meeting 
floor. I do believe they'll support this after the large 
numbers for the Eastover Farm (issue)." 

Selectman Laboa suggested Mr. Hartley work 
with Mr. Huntoon in getting some quotes from "sound 
contractors" and find out how much it would cost to set 
up the two-way audio system as proposed. Then, they can 
present it to Town Meeting voters with some solid cost 
estimates. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon said the board was asked to attend a budget 
hearing on February 24 at 7:00 pm at Memorial School, 
and he received copies of the proposed FY 2005 budget 
for the board members to review. 

According to School Superintendent Dr. William 
Cooper, since the school is currently working with a 
$57,000 deficit, they are hoping voters will approve a 
$57,000 transfer from Free Cash next month to bring that 
budget into a "balanced position." As such, they are 
seeking a total $4,440,251 budget for FY 2005 — a 11.62 
percent increase over the FY 2004 budget of $3,977,942 — 
which far exceeds the Rochester Finance Committee 
(FinCom) parameter of 2.5 percent. Dr. Cooper said this 
would, in all probability, "require an override vote for

Noting that Police Chief Paul Magee was present, 
Mr. Huntoon discussed a situation with Susan Maksy 
who is employed part-time with the Rochester Police 
Department and is currently out on family medical leave. 
Since Ms. Maksy previously worked full-time for the 
Town of Rochester through November 2001, she accrued 
some 91 hours of sick time. Mr. Huntoon wanted to know 
if that sick time is still available to her. 

''When I checked into it, the indication was that 
she lost (the hours)," Mr. Huntoon said. "But when I 
checked the personnel policies that existed at the time, it 
never addressed that. The new by-law now states that 
employees shall be paid 50 percent of their last date of 
pay. In Ms. Maksy's case, she never left our employ ... so 
common sense (suggests) that the 91 hours on the books 
are hers." 

"Everything is not covered in the by-law ... but I 
don't know if it applies here," Selectman Nunes said. 
"What if we had the Personnel Board interpret it?" 

"My first take on it is she has what she's accrued, 
but she just doesn't accrue any more (hours)," Selectman 
Laboa said. 

"The only thing that concerns me is I'm not 
budgeted for that sick time," Police Chief Paul Magee 
said. "You're looking at a cost of about $1,248. While she's 
out, the pay that would normally go to her would go to 
fund a part-time, temporary employee."

The board unanimously voted to send this matter 
to the Personnel Board and ask for their input on whether 
Ms. Maksy's benefits should be reinstated. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received: 

• Letter from Ale wives Anonymous, Inc. noting 
the total herring counts from the Mattapoisett River for 
2003. "This year's final count from the Mattapoisett River 
run of 24,795 herring was very disheartening,'' wrote 
Alewives Anonymous President Arthur F. Benner. 'Tt is 
less than one half of the year 2002 count (49,984), which 
was also a significant decrease from the prior year." 

As such, Alewives Anonymous is calling for a 
moratorium on the catching of herring until the annual 
counts return to the 50,000 to 75,000 range and "there is a 
steady pattern of increasing volume of herring each year," 
Mr. Benner wrote. The board agreed to consult with 
Mattapoisett and Marion as to their plans for addressing 
this concern and noted this will likely be taken up at the 
Tri-Town Herring Inspectors Meeting scheduled for 
February 25 in Mattapoisett.

• Memo from School Superintendent Dr. William

Miracle. Starring Kurt Russell and Patricia Clarkson. 
Directed by Gavin O'Connor. Running time: 135 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Here's a happy surprise. Miracle, which looks like a flag- 
waving Disney sports movie, gives us instead a complex portrait 
of a man, and Kurt Russell delivers a major performance as that 
man while barely varying his facial expressions or the rhythm of 
his gum-chewing (all coaches, it seems, must chew gum). As Herb 
Brooks, who coached the United States amateur hockey team to 
Olympic victory in 1980, Russell adopts the rounded vowels of 
Minnesota, giving his usually knife-edged speech patterns a loose 
poetry they've never had before. Nothing else about Herb is loose, 
though. Hair parted to the side in a helmet-head cut without a 
strand out of place. Herb yells without seeming aggressive and 
argues without seeming argumentative. Rigid to the core, he's 
always right, and knows it. 

Herb is positioned as the kind of simple optimist — if you 
work and bleed hard enough for it, you can have it — that America 
needs in its time of "malaise," as Jimmy Carter famously put it. 
Uncertain about its position in the world, frazzled by a decade of 
turmoil and excess, America at the end of the '70s was an under- 
dog. Herb hasn't gotten the memo on that, or on anything else 
except hockey. (His wife at one point has to wrest his attention 
away from his roster list so that he can catch a TV report about the 
hostages in Iran.) Herb doesn't see any reason why a sufficiently 
scrappy, passionate, and hungry team can't stand skate to skate 
with the feared Soviet team, which has won every gold medal for 
over a decade. 

This isn't Rocky IV all over again: None of the Soviet players 
scowls at an American player and sneers "Ve vill break you." In 
fact, for much of the movie. Herb pays more respect to the Soviet 
team than he does to the team he's driving so hard. Obsessively 
watching films of the Soviets on the ice, he knows why they've been 
champions, and he knows that the only way to beat them is to play 
like them. The triumphalism at the climax is not jingoistic but a sort 




of relief that an underdog team from an underdog country held off 
a great team against the odds. 

Herb's training, which borders on sadistic at times, takes up 
about two-thirds of the movie. He hammers the players like a Zen 
master, pushing them to their physical limits and beyond. Once 
they learn precision, they must learn passion. Herb understands 
that shared anguish can result in a foxhole rapport, the cement of 
a winning team. Soon enough, players aren't just asking to play 
hurt; they're demanding it. The players jokingly give Herb a whip 
for Christmas, in both a tweak at their relentless taskmaster and a 
tribute. Herb's assistant coach (a solid job by Noah Emmerich, 
serving as the good cop to Russell's bad cop) sometimes shakes his 
head at the boss's excesses but never questions them. 

"You were born to be hockey players," Herb shouts at his boys 
at a crucial moment, and he, too, was chosen by the gods of the ice; 
he'd been a player on the 1960 Olympic team (the last American 
team to win), but got cut at the last minute. This is Herb's chance 
to take the gold, and fortunately he has a patient wife (Patricia 
Clarkson, who does what she can in the Wife role) who won't get 
after him too much about picking the kids up from ballet or hockey 
practice when he's got a 4:00 meeting. Herb takes the team right up 
to the top and right down to the wire, and Kurt Russell maintains 
a quiet, unshowy intensity. His big moment is played in shadow, 
at a respectful distance, when emotion finally overwhelms him to 
the point where he can't chew it along with his gum, and he goes 
off to be alone while the crowd goes crazy. See Miracle even if you 
don't give a rip about hockey (I don't); Kurt Russell as this tight, 
held-in man is the purest, most expressive thing you're going to see 
at the movies this season. 



THE BIJOU

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Valentine Video

It's little wonder that filmmaker and acclaimed '70s 
auteur Francis Ford Coppola spends most of his time these 
days nurturing and cultivating fine wines under his su- 
perb Niebaum-Coppola moniker, leaving the family film- 
making duties to his more prolific children. (Daughter Sofia 
Coppola has just been nominated for an Oscar for her poi- 
gnant and personal Lost in Translation starring Bill Murray) 

In many ways, the larger-than-life and over-the-top 
director was well ahead of his time with films like the in- 
comparable Godfather saga, the techno-thriller The Conver- 
sation, and his ground-breaking Vietnam epic. Apocalypse 
Now. Indeed, all of these films — in fact, most of the works 
in the Coppola canon — have only ripened and matured 
with age ... much like a vintage merlot or claret. 

Sadly, the one film that really never had a chance to 
come into its own was Coppola's much-maligned One 
From the Heart, his 1982 follow-up to the bombastic Apoca- 
lypse Now. The critical reaction to the film was to be ex- 
pected: Coppola had made excess the norm with the first 
two Godfather films and he certainly took movie-mogul- 
mania to new extremes with the never-ending Apocalypse 
location shoot. 

But this little valentine of a film was not only Coppola's 
self-professed "antidote" to Apocalypse Now, but also an 
innovative and yet slightly retro approach to movie-mak- 
ing. It was meant to be everything Apocalypse was not: a 
small, light romantic comedy shot within the closed con- 
fines of a studio set, awash in bright, neon colors and pro- 
pelled with heart-wrenching music courtesy of Tom Waits 
and Crystal Gayle. If Apocalypse Now's mantra was "big- 
ger is better," then One From the Heart's mantra was surely 
"smaller is sweeter." 

Thankfully, Coppola recently dusted off this old relic 
which had been aging in his cellar for some 22 years after 
being hastily pulled from a short-lived theatrical run when 
critics first savaged it and then a disastrous preview screen- 
ing at Radio City Music Hall essentially sealed its fate. 

A new incarnation of the film, now available on both 
DVD and high-definition digital videotape (D-VHS), fi- 
nally allows us to see the movie as it was originally in- 
tended. And I have to confess, my first-ever viewing of 
the infamous film was an eye-opener. It truly is a feast for 
the eyes and ears, making full use of the latest advance- 
ments in digital technology and a newly-remixed Dolby 
Digital 5.1 soundtrack. 




Not that One From the Heart isn't without its flaws, 
mind you. In fact, some of the initial criticisms raised back 
in 1982 are just as valid today. The story does tend to me- 
ander a bit and good, solid actors like Teri Garr, Frederic 
Forest, Raul Julia, and Harry Dean Stanton are often 
dwarfed by the blinding neon lights and towering back- 
drops of Coppola's studio-built Las Vegas or lost amidst 
the faux backdrops and breakaway walls which are used 
to create Coppola's illusion of theater-on-film. The pseudo- 
musical structure also relegates some of the performances 
to merely snippets of dialogue delivered between songs 
— which are, thankfully, sung by Waits and Gayle, not by 
the actors onscreen. 

But there's no denying One From the Heart's visual 
audacity and appeal. Visually, it's both fascinating and 
unique. And once again Coppola's knack for attracting top- 
notch talent in front of the camera is nearly trumped by 
his amassed crew behind the scenes. Working again with 
the great cinematographer Vittorio Storaro {Apocalypse 
Now), Coppola has crafted a story told through sights and 
sounds rather than words and dialogue. Alfred Hitchcock, 
who would often let scenes play out visually without a 
spoken word and loathed the complexities of shooting 
movies on location, would be proud. 

Interestingly, One From the Heart went on to inspire 
more recent films like Baz Luhrmann's headache-induc- 
ing Moulin Rouge (which was too hyperkinetic for my taste) 
and daughter Sofia's own Lost in Translation (both Coppola 
films portray small, personal stories against the hustle and 
bustle of neon-lit Las Vegas and Tokyo). I guess there's 
something to be said for "not selling a wine before its time."
